"The Excitation of Band Spectra by 
Molecular Impact" was the subject of, a 
lecture to the Physical Society on Vri' 
day afternoon by Dr. O. Iiangstroth, 
holder of an 18S1 scholarship.

Montreal Orchestra 

jyjUSIC In its romantic moods was well d^play- 
ed yesterday afternoon by the Montreal Or- 
chestra, when tills ensemble offered a program of 
nineteenth centiuy music by Brahms. Arensky, 
Schumaim and Sibelius. It ^was an afternoon of 
good music, well performed, and the particular 
high-spot of the concert was the soloist, Charles 
Naegele. 

■ Schumann's orchestration, aa evinced by. his 
work iQ the "Pianoforte and Orchestra Concerto tn 
A minor" does not J^etend to the great subtlety 
and Infinite genius of that of Brahms. It Is rather 
transparent by comparison, and comparison was 
Inevitable when these two masters appeared on 
thè same program. There was some advantage lit 
this greater clarity of the music, for It permitted 
a fuller appreciation of the paft fôr the piano,' aiid 
for the excellent work that Charles Naegele did. °. 

. Naegele. -repeftted his previous triumph jvitb 
the orcbnti^^wo yeare ago. [Re lias a,'facUe tech- 
nique that ^Ue^>ht^itoiinai;ter.«,oontlhUouir runs 
and arpegglos'wlthout loting'in- the slightest way 
any of 'the freshness and lyric qualities of his per- 
formance. His playing; was vibrant, and as all 
such playing must do, constituted a thorough musi- 
cal experience. ' 

The orchestra Itself responded adequately to the 
soloist; in its playing of the Brahms Symphony 
No, 3, It appeared to be less alert, seeming occa- 
sionally to lag béhind tW Iwtbn. ' TKe 'reding of 
the smyphony was of course yeiry liicld bringing 
out much of the rlçhly decorous, music,— but thén, 
Brahms is à favorite. AFensk];''B Variations on^a 
Themo by Tschaikowskl are ^ry straightforward 
in tlieh- handling of tte original- theme, wlthbut 
the music becoming to niucb <a academic exer- 
cise. The sbrlngs of the drctiéstrâ faned linott suc- 
cessfully in Ihls number not only for their pUiy- 
ing, which is their duty aftor all,' but; also for the 
quality of diiectness iuid fiimpMty that they gave 
the mukc.

How. then, did they meet 
their problem?. tChey exported as 
much as possible ih the way of 
wheat, boots and so ph, in order 
to establish a f aVortiblé balance 
and credit. They did not have 
ènotigh msn-'power, so they draft- 
ed thousafids 'from the farms, 
and also thousands of women. "The 
latter .do the" moat difficult' of 
labor, in the' steel factories, in the 
eonstruetion of buildings, and so 
on. The Russians imported trao- 
Um, biit they specially concentrât* 
ed on factories to make'tilsçt|ors 
and atttoiAoblles. Now, the gov- 
ernment has embarked on a sec- 
ond five-year plan.

"But the condition of workers is 
nothing to boost of," he said. Dur- 
ing the first ' five-year plan the 
pebple^went. .through untold suf- 
fering and' hardships. F ood was. 
scarce, made more so by the gov- 
ernment's policy of exporting, in 
order to establish credit. The re-

«THE GRADUATES' SOCIETY, which, was founded in 1855 as "The l^IcGill University 
Society," may be said to diate ifrom the beginning of McGill itself, for McGill did not 
really function as a university of real importance until 1855, whfen Sir William Dawson 
became its principal. 7 Nominally founded iii '. 1821, the recorijs show that from that date 
until 1855, a period of 34 years, there graduated only ISO-students, or an average of 6 a 
year. But after Sir William Dawson's api»intmerit/'"McGilP-«oon -became an ^ i 

educational institution.

The objects , of the Graduates' So- 
ciety are well worth'. bBàring in mind. 
They are. "to adwiw»Ith e intereats 
and promote the^^mMiowVof the Uni- 
versity and its graduates; and to Johi 
both the graduates and nongraduatcs 
more closely to their Alma Mater and 
one another." I wiU try to show 
kou how these objects are being ac- 
complished. 

"UA us consider first the promotion 
of the welfare of the University. 

The earliest records of the Society 
<3how that the graduates soon found 
di means of assisting the University 
by raising money to buy books for 
the Library, which in those days was 
a very small affair, no Redpath Lib- 
rary being then in existence; and the 
funds given by the Graduates' Society 
for books w«re very welcome indeed. 
The money so raised was capitalized 
• In 1876 and named the "Library Fund." 
Then, to mark Sir William Oawson's 
60th tiirthday a special fund vai 
raised for nim. With characteristic 
absence of self-intércst. Sir William 
clesU'ed that the money be used in as- 
.sliillng the University. Ultimately 
these two funds were merged under the 
tiamë of the Dawson Memorial Ubraiy 
Fund, and to this day the Society givrâ 
annually $500, the income from this 
fund, for the purchase of XxkHu and 
book plates for the library. 
liiflniMU Kaftertlapsitte.for a few years 
iilR^l^^îg^àate;' society 
assisted in the ralshig of one and • 
half million dollars for the Univer- 
sity, to take care of the risbtg expenses 
of ;teaching and for the installation of 
eqtiipment. 

After Sir William Macdonald gave 
the sidendid /Property above pine Ave- 
nue, now known ais MsAdonald Fork, 
for undergriEtduate activities, the Gra- 
duates' Socie^ developed the idea of 
building a Stadium there, and tlirougb 
Hie efforts "of its' of flcers,^ 
was completed just after the outbreak 
of the War. One of the Sxlety's most 
devoted officers, Oaptato Perclval Mol- 
.ion, who was killed in France, left a 
large sum of money, which assisted 
the graduates in the financial obliga- 
tions wWch they had undertaken when 
the Stadium was built. In consequence 
of this bis name was given to the Sta- 
diiun. 

During the War the Graduates^ So- 
ciety took a very active and valuable 
part in raising military units at McGiU 
University for service overseas) thus 
plachig McGlll in the van of Canadian 
institutions which set an example In 
those critical days when Canada's 
patt in the war was determined. In 
succession, - five full companies of 
picked men were raised and trained 
as rehiforcements for the Prhicess 
Patricia's Canadian Ught Infantry. 
The 7th and 10th Siege Batteries were 
formed, and officially bore the name 
of McGlll to the front, as had already 
been done in the earliest days of the 
War by the McGill General Field Hos- 
pital (No. 3). FlnaUy, the 148th Bat- 
i^lion was composed largely of McOill 
men trained on the Campus, and drafts 
were supplied to the Motor Machine 
Gun Battalion and the Tank Corps. 
While this service was primarily one 
of patriotic duty to Canada, yet the 
honor and glory which these units re- 
flected on McGlll are the fruits of the 
service of the Graduates' Society in 
its. devotion to the' University as well 
as to the country; 

War conditions showed the need of 
ti'alned workers for social seirvioe work 
in Montreal. The Graduates' Society 
tookî an important pai-t'in the estab- 
lishment of the Department of Social 
Service of .McGlll University, which 
iias functioned for the past 14 years, 
and is now being ab&ndioned only 
through laclc of funds. 

In 1920 the long delayed campaign 
for funds for the^^OK»! endowment 
of tlie University was inidertakcn. The 
Graduates' Society took a fiill sharé 
in this great effort to place McGill 
on a sure financial footing, with the 
result that of the six million dollars 
obtained more than One Million I>ol- 
lars were contributed by' graduates of 
the University. , ^ 

In 1923 there was stirted a Gradu- 
ates' Endowment Fund for the purpose 
of applying small subsctiptions from 
graduates to a capital fund whose in- 
come might be applied to the welfare 
of the, University. This fund now 
amounts to more than $80,000 and the 
first use of its income was .the cstab- 
llihtrient isi the"McGlll Graduates' Lec- 
tureship. In. the spring of 1931 tile 
first "Of these series of lectures was 
.givehiby Professor W. G. S. Adams of 
Ô.^brd. 

Let us now consider how the' Gra- 
duates' Sodety has promoted the wel- 



fare of the graduates and nongradu- 
atcs and. has tried to johi them more 
closely- :t6,^theh: Ataja- Mater- and to 
one another. :- ■ ; ;^ 

No better illustration of the accomp- 
lishment of this duty' can bo fpund 
than tAe pifbUcatlcu' of f'The ' HbGill 
News," wU(^;i>Uced'Wé^it^ id 
nU quartèrs of the 'glôbé in toii»h with 
the latest nero of the University, and 
makes it possible for matters of policy, 
and records of achievements to be 
placed before them. 

A most important duty has been as- 
sumed by the Society in ttiat it atone' 
maintains complete i-ecords of the 
graduates of the University, and this 
work is indeed an arduous one, es- 
pecially in regard to the malntetunce 
of their addresses. This work rç- . 
quires the entire attention of one per- 
son continually, and will be giveix even 
more attention, when funds are avail- 
able. 

. The Graduates' Society has taken 
an imiMrtant part ln'thë;;deveIopment 
of student aeU-goveniunent' at' McOUI, 
our officers haying from time to time 
assisted the Students' Council when it 
was in difficulties. Within three years 
of its catabUshment, the McGill Daily 
ATBS in financial difficulties, and the 
graduates' representatives on the Ad- 
;-lsory Board of the Students' Couh* 
cil wen largèly responsible for plac- 
ing it on its feet. The Society still 
mabtains its membership on the Ad- 
visory. Board, ready whenever required 
itb; :I»^>.<^:;:.aa^^ the Students' 
Cdiifiâi,^~or' in aiiy inatter pertaining 
to student affahv at the University.'' 

A few years ago the Society was 
prominent in overcoming a chaotic 
condition in athletics at McGill by thè 
formation of the Athletic Board; and- 
tlirough its representatives on that 
Board, it continues to assist both the 
students and the University in direct- 
ing athletic iJoUclei'" .'""'■ ■ - 

Another feature (tf the Oraduates' 
Society work bearing on the object we 
have been- discussing, is representor 
tion on Corporation, which is vouch- 
safed the;giaduat!M:tluouKb 
RepresOT^ESro** Fellows'^ 'fc» nianiy 
years this custom has been fostered 
by the Graduates' Society, so that _4t.

Canada and the United States. Twelve 
of these societies arc active at the 
presènt time, and it is hoped to de- 
velop more of them, and assist them 
nll,'ns the Society finds itself able to 
do so. 

Anotlicr màCns of bringing the gra- 
duates from all ..parts .of the land 
closer to ."the . Uiilverwty ha*' been ^- 
vcloped" by -conducting general re- 
unions of McGlll alumni.

In this particular Valedictory, de- 
livered at the graduation of Science 
Class of 1896, after an Impasslonate ap- 
peal to the undergraduates to support 
the University paper (which had a 
difficult struggle for existence in those 
days) the Students' Olub, the Literary 
and other . Societies, reference was 
made to a gymnasium for the Univer- 
sity in the following words: 

. . "7ou have also left to your care 
tliat deUghtful dream, that ideal 
gymnasium which for so long has 
been built in our imagiiiatlons 
only." 

le is quite evident tlMrefore that the 
gymnasium question was just as active 
at McOill in those days as it Is now. 
For how long a time this agitation had 
continued no one has accurate knowl- 
edge. Students previous to Iros had 
used the Bamjum Gymnasium on the 
east side of University St. near Dor- 
chester. An imattractive old place, 
expensive to operate because of the 
cost of the sawdust that it was neces- 
sary to scatter over the floor to soak 
up the 'water that came through the 
ineffiblent roof. Brought up iinder 
such conditions the undergraduates 
reaUsed then how sadly the Univer- 
sity was need of à suitable gymnasium. 

Well, nearly, forty years have passed 
by and the gymnasium remains "t>ullt 
in bur imagination only." Classes have 
come and gone, and all have vocifer- 
ously proclaimed that- a gymnasium is 
McGi^'8 greatest need. Perhaps in the 
pa$.jitthe graduates of McOiU have not 
made the proper effort; they may have 
been influenced by the fact that most 
buildings had been given to McGlll by 
wealthy men. For many ycaiis it was 
largely, a. case. - of . . shaking the tree to 
have the fruit fall down, and pos- 
slijly during these years the undergra- 
. dua-tes and the. graduates lud the Idea 
that if tliey agitated sufficiently for 
a gymnasium that one would be hand- 
ed over to thehi by some benefactor.

Today the fires 
of international h'atred, though bank- 
ed, are still smouldering and there ai-c 
not wanting, those whose self-seeking 
is endleN^^^^w^to f^^ the emiiers 
into f'lam(^'^S^ontent with the 
weaponis of destruction which we laid ; 
aside fifteen years ago, the armourers 
of the world are forever forgbig more' 
potent weapons arid brëathlng; hatred 
Into the hearts of men to make a 
market for these wares. The associa- 
tion of nations, which we hoped would 
stand as a bulwark against aggre 
slon, is disintegrating; Its machiner^ 
is . creaking ominously under the 
strain. Here Is another task for the 
university graduate. 

We have seen the part the gradually 
can pilay hi national affairs by usinp, 
the training which he received from 
his Alina Mater, by weighing his fact,-;, 
arid courageously facing the logical 
deductions at which he arrives. Can 
we not as graduates h(Ap .to., sccuir 
that lasting peace for which so man.' 
gallant men gave their lives but fif- 
teen years ago? Surely we have learn- 
ed the lesson that c.vcept for the pro- 
fiteer there is no profit in war, tha 
wars arc begotten' by hatred.s, hatrcii; 
are the offspring .of lies and He: , 
flourish because tliey are not con- 
fronted with truth? Here is a task foi 
every graduate to weigh the facts anc 
then, in his dally life, to nail to tin 
counter the false money of intemii- 
tional hatreds and suspicion?- 

Today the leadens of all our politico' 
parties have appealed to the people o) 
Canada to study the affairs of the 
world and theii' Importance to Can- 
ada, so that' at least one nation may 
speak with a clear voic eg m^iglcd by 
divided counsels at fiwiwPwmtthe 
fashion, amongst niany^;, iisdjucated 
people; to belittle the League .and its 
works. It is also the fashion, amongst 
.some of the friends of peace, to stifle, 
criticism of the manifest short- 
comings of the League. We, as grad- 
uates, may each of us. serve in the 
cause of peace, not by sneering, nor by 
smothering discussion, but by frank, 
intelligent critlcisin based on accurate 
knowledge and clear thinking, striving 
to remedy the shortcomings' of the 
League before* It is too late. 

One word more! Many lovers of 
peace rail madly against the use of 
forc"b, picturing a world in which the 
most lethal weapon will bo a baton in 
tile liand of a policoman. So lone 
there renialris a pirate on a Chinese 
river, 'a gangster in Chicago or a 
political fanatic seeking rcforin by 
violence thi.s statement Is palpablj 
false. Tlic policeman with his baton 
will be only secure so long as there i.^ 
a rifle and a baj'onet. a machine gun 
and a howitzer t within his reach, yet 
let us remember tiiat a policeman 
exists so that a litigant shall not 
Judge his own cause and e.xact what 
penalty he likes, while war, as an in- 
strument of policy, has been well de- 
fined by Claiisewitz as a means 
whereby one nation may decide ifc 
own cause by Initiosirig its will upon 
another. It -b'III be a great step in the 
direction , of peace if every graduate 
not merely understands but uphold!- 
ttÂMl^y^il^g-' between armed 
forcePPPHPiee fuiiction to prevent 
injustice and the sahic force used in 
war to secure it. Let us as graduates 
remember the words of. that great 
graduate of McGill, John McCrac. 
voicing the ideals of those who like- 
wise gave up theii- lives to give .us 
iieice; 

"To you from failing hands we throw 
The Torch. Be yours to hold it high. 
If you break faith with us, who die.-' 

We shall not sleep. 
Though poppies blow 
In Flanders' Fields,"
